"detecting a condition representative of a data storage element having reached capacity." Saxon's teaching of the selection criteria 
comprises a "maximum size" threshold with the schedule level. The maximum size threshold indicates a maximum size (capacity of the 
storage medium) that the save set at the schedule level must not exceed. This parameter is chosen by the system administrator or the 
user, who determines that this is the maximum amount of data that can be backed up (reaching the capacity) (column 7, lines 19-27, 
Saxon). Bolt teaches that the user can define the predetermined storage space limit and if a storage space limit has been reached, 
backup will proceeds when additional free storage space available (see column 13, lines 24 - 42, Bolt). . 
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
